Over 100 bills 
upon the speaker's table remain unacted 
upon; chief among them in importance 
ig the measure known as the Eaton tariff 
commission bill. The speaker's table 
also proved to be the grave of the senate 
bill for the erection of a new congres- 
sional library, for the relief of Fitz John 
Porter, for the relief of Ben Holladay, 
the measure known as the “educational”’ 
bill, and the bill in relation to the Jap- 
panese indemnity fand. 

In the senate upwards of 
dred nominations expired with the ter- 
mination of the session, including the 
nominations of Stanley Matthews for a 
supreme court judgeship, and of Judge 
sillings for the circuit. judgeship left 
vacant by the promotion of Judge 
Woods, 

Among the bills passed there is scarcely 
one of general public importance. 
The bill to make Atlanta a port of deliv- 
eryis rather more important than the

The session was unfruitful chiefly be- 


cause of the defeat of the funding bill in 
the executive office and the refusal of 
the senate to pass an apportionment bill. 
These failures were due, however, to the 
obstructive policy of the republicans; and 
when the record of the forty-sixth con- 
gress is carefully analyzed and weighed, 
it wil] be found that the democrats did 
as we as men could doin the teeth 
an unscrupulous and effective opposition 
that controlled the veto power, and 
almost the lower house, so great was the 
curse of absenteeism. History will deal 
more justly with the forty-sixth con- 
gress than even its friendsare now dis- 


posed to do. 


President Garfield and the Future. 

Che readers of Tue Constirution have 
had ample opportunity to consider and 
digest the inaugural address of President 
Garfield, and they have no doubt formed 
their own conclusions as to its scope and 
meaning. Whatever else may be said in 
regard to this address, it is «uite certain 
that it in no sense represents the views of 
that powerful section of the republican 
party which claims to bave been the 
means of General Gartield’s election, and 
which delights, when on parade, to be 
known as the stalwart brigade. In other 
words, it is in no sense partisan or sec- 
tional. The new president may be driven 
from his broad piatform by the narrow- 
minded demagogues before the policy of 
his administration can make itself felt; 
he may* have no opportunity to 
experiment in the direction: of 
administering the laws in the interest of 
the whole country rather than in the in- 
terest of the republican machine; at the 
same time we are bound to give him 
credit for the broad, sympathetic views 
expressed in his inaugural address. The 
fact that he had the manliness to lift his 
head above the trading, oflice-seeking 
atmosphere by which he was surrounded, 
and to the influence of which he has 
been subjected for some weeks past, is 
worth something tothe whole country ; 
and the people of the south have as 
much right asthe people of any other 
section to interpret that fact hopefully. 

In breadth and tone, rather than in 
any distinct expression, President Gar- 
field’s inaugural address will disappoint 
the bourbon republicans of the north; 
for in his brief but broad review 
of the situation at the south, the new 
president shows that his attitude toward 
this section is sympathetic rather than 
maliclous—appreciative rather than crit- 
ical. From a republican president we 
could ask nomore. The situation is per- 
plexing, but not threatening, and the 
disposition of the two races toward each 
Other is such that the time seems te be 
ripe for the employment of gentine 
statesmanship in the consideration and 
treatment of the problems that have been 
the inevitable ontgrowth of the bestowal 
of citizenship upon the negro. These 
problems will solve themselves in the 
course of time, but the solution can be 
hastened by the interposition of true 
Statesmanship that seeks the welfare of 
both races and of all classes ‘of citizens, 
without regard to color or party. 
The arts and devices of strenuous 
partisanship have been tried over and 
over again, and always with disastrous 
resuits; President Garfield now has an 
opportunity to test the devices of real 
statesmgnship. * 

Those qualities which commend the 
president’s inaugural address to thought- 
ful people at the south who are surprised 
to see a republican official give expres- 
sion to broad and statesmanlike views, 
willaiso commend it to the great majority 
of the people at the north. They are an 
ample justification of the cordial support 
which General Garfield received from 
the better element of the republican 
party, represented in the press by the 
Nation, the Springtield Republican and 


the Boston Herald. Net since the 
death of Abraham Lincoln have 
the republicans. had a_ president 


as;capable of dealing with the delicate 
and difficult questions that vex all parties 
in & statesmaniike manner. Weare not 
disposed to lay undue stress upon mere 
scholarship in thisconnection, but it is 
worth something in giving direction to 
the sympathies of a man whose personal 
history, like that of President Garfield, ig 
typically american, | 
We do not object to General Gartield’s 
definition of the limitations of the rights 
of the states principally because we are 
glad to hear an advanced republican 
thinker admit that there is such a thing 
as local self-government left by the war. 
But even if we objected to the president’s 
definition, we would deem it neither 
prudent nor timely to discuss the matter. 
Tne further discussion of the quese 
tion of the rights of the states 
must proceed at the north. It isa quesa- 
tion in which the people of the south have 
no more interest than the people of the 
north. Are the states of the north sov- 
ereign in their sphere? If not, the 
states of the south are not. Have the 
states of the north any rights which the 
Nation is bound tofrespect? If not, well 
and good. Inany event, the people of

The Credit System in the South, 
New Orleans Times. 

Itisabout time time that southern planters 
and farmers abaudoned the pernicious credit 
system In the cotton states particularly, where 
itprevails extensively, itis the great drawback 
to their prosperity. However good their crops 
may be, they find themsieves, asa rule, in dent 
atthe end of the year. The profits of their year’s 
work go into the pockets of (the counrry merchants 
who furnish them their supplies. As the system

These charges aregen rally from 90 to 
i0) per cent higher than the ruling market rates, 
The planter or farmer may complain of the ex- 
Orbitant prices which he is torced to pay, but 
what can he do’ He must have supplies and he 
hasn’teither cash or credit. He 1s, therefore, 
foreed to comply with the terms of the merchast 
who huldsthe mortgage on his growivug crops. 
The supreme court of Mississ!ppi, a few days ago, 
renilesed # decision which will afford the farmers 
of that state some relief. A merchant who held 
a mortgage on the crops of a farmer foreclosed it. 
The lower court allowed his bill against the 
farmer, although it wes shown that the prices 
charzed were at least double those charged for 
the same articles when sold for cash. The case 
was appealed and the supreme court reversed the 
decision of the lower coaurt. The higher court 


said: “The purchaser was not ti 
a condition to decline the purchase 
of the supplies on account of the priccs 


charged, and he acquiesced in the prices from an 
overruling necessity. His extorted assent to the 
prices fix: d was without consideration, and was 
there fore void '’ This decision fixes the law with 
respect to such coutracts so far as Mississipi is 
eoucerned, but Yhere are very few pious rs or 
farmers who will risk the expense and trouble of 
a law suii to right their wrongs. The thing todo 
is to get Clearot the credit system aitogether. How 
thisisto be done is @ question th .t isnot [me 
from difficulties. It is certain,. however, that 
before the planters and farmers can have any real 
prosperity they must be able do secure their 
supplies at market rates, They will never be able
